Kentucky Upholds | 
Special Fees for 
Commercial Drivers 


AUSTIN, Tex., June 17.—The 
new motor truck law, which 
places regulation of motor freight 
trucks under the jurisdiction of 
the Texas Railroad Commission, 
went into effect last week. Opera- 
tion of motor freight trucks will 
now be under the Motor Transport 

Division of the Commission. 

Under the new law freight truck 
operators are required to obtain a 
permit before they are allowed to 
operate. Application for certificates 
of convenience and necessity must 
be filed in the same manner as is 
done for permits for operation of 
passenger buses. 

Operators of freight trucks are 
divided into two classes: Class A 
and Class B. Operators of trucks 
over specified routes on regular 
schedules are in Class A. Those 
operating without schedules and 
not ever any designated route 
constitute Class 

Class A operators are specially 
instructed to state in their applica- 
tions whether they were operating 
February 20, 1929, and continuously 
ever since. and they are required to 
furnish affidavit to that effect from 
three responsible shippers, one of 
such shippers coming from each end 
of the line, and another near the 
center of the line. 

For each Class A truc.. and each 
class trailer, an annual fee of $15 is 
required, but for the remaining por- 
tion of this fiscal year, ending Au- 
gust 31, only one-fourth of this sum 
will be required 

Class B operators are required to 
describe each truck to be operated. 
It will also be necessary for them 
to file a list of trailers and other 
equipment. Each _oy— shall 
state whether or not he accepts C. 
QO. D. shipments. 

Applications for permits must be 
accompanied by an Insurance polic 
The requirements of the policy will 
be for each truck or trailer, prop- 
erty damage in the amount of 
$1,000; public liability in the amount 
of $5,000 for bodily injury or death 
of one person; $10,000 for bodily in- 
jury to or death of more than one 
person in any one accident; and 
$2,500 cargo insurance to protect the 
shipper 

The policy shall contain a $5,000 
indemnity clause guaranteeing the 
delivery of the shipment, and col- 
lection and remittances on C. O. D. 
The insurance features must be 
incorporated into one policy and 
must bind the insurance company 
to pay all judgments against the 
operator. If operators employ three 
or more people they will be required 
to file with the Railroad Commis- 
sion a workmen's compensation and 
employers’ liability policy in addi- 
tion to the other required policy.

EW YORK is just now going through one of the periodic

Compulsory Inspection 

N July 24, Massachusetts will begin operation of its| 
compulsory inspection law. Under the terms of this | 
statute every motor vehicle and trailer used on the highways | 
must be inspected twice a year, once in the period between | 
January 1 and June 30, and again between July 1 and Decem-} 
ber 30. Different colored stickers will be pasted on the 
windshield to indicate that the inspection has been made. 
This sounds like the arrival of the motoring millennium. | 
Every vehicle on Massachusetts’ highways must be abso-| 
lutely perfect mechanically as regards brakes, horns, lights, | 
mirrors, etc. There are 500 inspection stations and any 
properly operated garage or service station may receive an 
appointment upon application. 
The whole question of the value of this Jaw simmers! 
down to the one as to the possibility of making wholesale 
inspections that will mean anything. The time for such 
inspections will necessarily be limited and the skill of the 

inspectors is an unknown factor.

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Jobber Built Bi ig Business 
In Camping san omen 


UST how much camping equip- 
ment is sold to America’s 45,- 
000,000 tourists this year by the 
automotive trade—the logical dis- 
tributors of most of this equip- 
ment, since it is used by motor 
car owners—depends very largely 
on the effort put behind these 
lines by automotive wholesalers. 

Last year, upwards to a billion 
dollars’ worth of camping equipment 
took the field, and since this year 
will see an increase of several mil- 
lion tourists, it is quite logical to 
assume that the total value of 
camping equipment sold will be 
higher than previously. 

That camping and outdoor equip- 
ment is a logical jobber line has 
been proved by the experience of 
the C. W. Greene Co., Tampa, Flor- 
ida. This firm has built up a very 
large volume on this type of equip- 
ment and has found that the auto- 
motive retailer and dealer is a prac- 
tical outlet, providing he is properly 
instructed in the use cf the equip- 
ment and the sale of it. 

According to W. R. Beckwith, gen- 
eral manager, the firm got into the 
line much by accident 

Originally being a marine 

house, it found itself selling a 
large number of deck chairs, awn- 
ings and the like when fitting up 
motorboats. When automotive 
merc handise was taken on—mer- 
ehandise which now dominates 
the business, motor boat owners 
continued to come to the com- 
pany for outdoor and camping 
supplies and so these lines were 
carried along. 

Automobile owners began asking 
for small tents and as these wants 
were supplied, various camping re- 
quirements naturally went along 
with them. Cooking utensils, flash- 
lights, collapsible furniture and 
such just naturally belong with the 


tents and so were added to the! 


company’s stock. 

At this point, some of the auto- 
motive dealers of the firm began 
to ask the salesmen about tents and 
other outdoor goods for their own 
use. So the company began to sell 
outdoor equipment to the trade. 
largely for the trade’s own use 

This beginning, although for- 
tuitous, had the effect of thorough- 
ly selling the dealers on the equip- 

ment at the start and they became 
sold by using it. 

From that point on, the com- 
pany’s outdoor department grew by 
leaps and bounds until today it is 
one of the largest departments of 
the business. 

According to Mr. Beckwith, the 
dealer must know how to properly 
use the equipment before he at- 
tempts to sell it to the car owner: 
at least he must be able to demon- 
strate gasoline stoves, lanterns, 
combination tools, folding tents 
and such items or he may recom- 
mend some other article which is 
not practical for the purpose to 
which it is put and thus antago- 
nize a customer. Loss of custom- 
ers will result in disgusted dealers 
which in turn will react to the ad- 
vantage of the wholesaler. 

Mr. Beckwith’s sa’zsmen start out 
by selling the dealer. They show 
him how the equipment can and 
should be used and if he’s any sort 
of an outdoor man, he’ll become en- 
thusiastic. Of course the jobber 
must be careful not to take on some 
lines which are not practical, for 
such lines will lead to trouble.
